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Slate Export Taxes 


There is considerable criticism of a pro­ 
posal in Oregon to tax timber shipped out of 
the state and a similar proposal in Arizona to 
tax hydroelectric power produced there fie1 
outside use. 
The same principle has been 
urged iii West Virginia, in connection with 
natural gas piped from the state. 
A California magazine makes the pointed 
objection, in the two western cases noted, 
that Oregon did not plant the trees it pro­ 
poses to tax and Arizona did not dig the can­ 
yon of the Colorado and is not pumping the 
water into the river. 
To levy a tax on other people’s enterprise 
merely because of the accidental location of 
certain resources, and then use the proceeds 
for general state purposes, “Sunset” holds, 
would undermine the foundation of economic 
equality on which the Union is built. 
Thus 
if Oregon can place an export state tax on 
its timber and Arizona on its waterpower and 
West Virginia on its gas, Texas and Califor­ 
nia may tax the oil they ship beyond the 
state boundaries, Montana may tax its cop­ 
per likewise, Missouri its lead, the southern 
states their copper, etc. 


A general application of such a tax would 
ruin American business and create bitter 
feeling between states and sections that arc 
low engaged in friendly and profitable reci­ 
procity. 


SOLVING THE EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 .-T h e establishment of 
a free nation-wide public employment service, lo he 
maintained by th' slat- s In co-operation with tho 
federal and local governments, for the benefit* of 
men, women and Juniors in all w aits of life, is rec­ 
ommended by file Russell Sage Foundation. 
It suggests that tho federal government assist 
the states in maintaining public employment offices* 
bai these offices be administered and supported by 
ne states, subject to terms of agreement with the 
federal government, and that the local governments 
participate in the management of the offices in He ir 
community. 
It further suggests that tim functions to be per- 
01 me* 
>y the federal government bo administered 
by a board appointed by and directly responsible to 
the president, this board to consist of the secretary 
of labor, Hie secretary of commerce and the secr**- 
tary of agriculture. 
To the end that neutrality of 
administration may be assured a national council 
ami local employment committees representing em­ 
ployers, workers and possible other allied interests 
should be established. 
Also tho procedure of this 
nation wide service in respect to demands for work­ 
ers by employer* in whoso establishment a strike or 
lo. knot I- rn progress, or pending, should be such as 
further, r.j guarantee tho neutrality of the service. 
Atter a live-year study of employment method? 
needs and agencies, the foundation urges the estab­ 
lishment of an employment service which will be 
operated under combined federal state-local control.

The Greenland Allotment 


Amel leans have always w ondered how 
Greenland got its name, when that forbid­ 
ding peninsula is not green at all, but a realm 
of snow, glaciers, gray skies and icebergs. 
Krig Nelson, pilot of one of the American 
planes in the world flight, and a descendant 
of the old Vikings who discovered Greenland, 
reveals the secret. 
It was a clever real estate trick, perhaps 
the first of its kind in history. 
When Erie 
the Hod came from Iceland and explored the 
country, nearly 1,000 years ago, and went 
back home for colonists, he called it “Green 
Land” in order to interest prospective set­ 
tlers. Ile thought it would make a hit with 
them, and it did, as surely as do the “High­ 
lands” and 
“Forests” and 
“Vales” 
and 
“Views” tacked onto our modern suburban 
allotments by ingenious realtors. 
Erie had actually found one green and 
fertile plain amid the icy waste. But by giv­ 
ing his fellow-countrymen the impression 
that it was all green, except for just enough 
ice to keep the weather from being unbear­ 
ably hot, he succeeded in “selling” that for­ 
bidding land and bringing may shiploads of 
colonists. 
“So Erie the Red,” says Erie the Aviator, 
*was the first 
mail to introduce modern 
*hokum’ into the .selling of real estate iii the 
western hemisphere.” 


PRIVATE AGENCIES NOT POPULAR 
Private employment agencies 
a class have 
not proved popular with either employers or work- 
era. 
Ktapkiyerg are either indifferent or suspicious, 
while workers 
both organized and unorganized — 
are definitely hostile. 
Organized labor charges that 
these bureaus are used as strike-br.aking agencies, 
that they favor tho employer, and that. th**ir solo 
purpose is to exploit Hie worker. 
In an effort to restrict the emigration of negro 
labor to tho north, tho southern states are, through 
legislation and license fees, making it difficult tor 
private agencies to send workers out of those state* 
So It may be seen that tho.se agencies enjoy no grout 
popularity anywhere. 
There ara certain employment bureaus operated 
by employers* associations, 
boards of 
trade and 
similar organizations which are operated chiefly if 
not. exclusively, In tho interests of employers who 
desire to control the means through which contracts 
between the worker and tho Jobs are made. 
There 
are others operated by trade unions with the object 
of keeping union 
workers 
employed, and also of 
placing men in plants where tlmy can help the cause 
of organized labor. 
While the use of th'* newspaper Avant ad col­ 
umns has become almosi ;t universal means of re­ 
curing employes, th** advantages of this method are 
more on th** side of the' employer than the employ**, 
it is stated. 
The rutted States employment service, whi* Ii 
aa as first ami foremost a war emergency organiza­ 
tion, has been greatly criticised, but in its defenses, 
♦ he re po i ( of 
the Russell Sage Foundation 
says: 
‘'Notwithstanding the gigantic handicaps which the 
service encountered, it lins not been without its posi­ 
tive contribution, 
in tho first place, it has given to 
the people of the country an insight into th*: possi­ 
bilities not only of local employment offices, but 
also of a nation-wide service.’* 
Unemployment is no longer an occasional prob­ 
lem 
it is a constant problem. 
There is an imme­ 
diate necessity for some method of placing the un­ 
employed where workers are needed. 
It is estimated 
that there are in the 
United 
States from two to three minion migratory w o rk e rs, 
mostly unskilled. 
These frequently shift from one 
type of work to another. 
They comprise the labor 
reserves of the lumber, railroad, construction and 
agricultural industries, and present a special a n i 
difficult problem.

It it* believed that a more intelligent distribu­ 
tion of migratory workers, according to the needs at 
different times of t In- various sectio n s of the coun­ 
try or of the industries, might be effected by an ctfi- 
<-lent national public employment service. 
It would 
bo of great ^benefit to the workers themselves, to 
industry, to the nation generally, find to the particu­ 
lar communities in which migratory workers con­ 
gregate in large numbers. 
The orderly recruiting aud distribution of farm 
labor is one of the biggest problems. Also up to tho 
present date there has been no recognition on the 
part of either tho employers or the public of the 
possibilities for regular employment of handicapped 
workers. 
This class would include the aged, blind, 
deaf and crippled, and 
persons recovering 
from 
tuberculosis, heart, mental and 
nervotis 
diseases. 
The public employment office with its knowledge cf 
general industrial conditions could be of material 
aid in finding permanent employment for such per­ 
sons. 
Also tho workers them selves would welcome 
such an agency whereas they would doubtless hesi­ 
tate to ask assistance of charitable or philanthropic 
organizations. 
The establishment of a public employment ser­ 
vice would also prove a great boon to the n ew ly ar­ 
rived immigrant who speaks no English, 
lie is oho 
of the surest victims of the unscrupulous prix ate 
fee-charging employment agency. 
Such a service could be of great assistance to 
young people who are just starting in the industrial 
or bushless world.

the state and a similar proposal iii Arizona to 
tax hydroelectric power produced iii* re for 
outside use. 
The same principle has been 
urged in West Virginia, iii connection with 
natural gag piped from the state. 
A California magazine makes the pointed 
objection, in tho two western cases soled, 
that Oregon did not plant the trees it pro­ 
poses to tax and Arizona did not dig the can­ 
yon of the Colorado and is not pumping the 
water into the river. 
To levy a tax on other P e o p le 's enterprise 
merely because o f the accidental location o f 
certain resources, and then use the proceeds 
for general state purposes, “Sunset" holds, 
would undermine the foundation of economic 
equality on which tho Union is built. 
Thus 
ii Oregon can place an export state tax on 
its timber and Arizona on its waterpower and 
West Virginia on its gas, Texas and Califor­ 
nia may tax the oil they ship beyond the 
state boundaries, Montana may tax its cop­ 
per likewise, Missouri its lead, the southern 
states their copper, etc. 
A general application of such a tax would 
ruin American business and create bitter 
feeling between states and sections that alo 
low engaged in frwndly and profitable reci­ 
procity.

l a r com m unities in w hich m igratory w orkers con­ 
gregate in large num bers. 
The orderly recruiting and distribution of farm 
labor is one of the biggest problem s. 
Also up to tho 
present date there has been no recognition on the 
part of either tho em ployers or tile public of tile 
possibilities for regular em ploym ent of handicapped 
workers. 
T his class would include the aged, blind, 
deaf und ('rippled, and 
persons recovering 
from 
tuberculosis, heart, m ental aud 
nervous 
d iseases. 
The public em ploym ent office with its know ledge «*f 
general industrial conditions could be of m aterial 
aid in finding perm anent em ploym ent for Burh per­ 
sons. 
A lso tho workers them selves would w elcom e 
such an agency w hereas they would doubtless h esi­ 
tate to ask a ssistan ce of charitable or philanthropic 
organisatlone. 
The establishm ent of a public em ploym ent scr­ 
i v e would also prove a groat boon to the new ly ar­ 
rived im m igrant who speaks no English.

Wuch a service could be of great assistan ce to 
young people who are just starting in the industrial 
or business world.

Slate Export T axes 


There is considerable criticism of a pro­ 
posal in Oregon to tax timber .shipped out of 
the state and a similar proposal in Arizona to 
tax hydro-elect lie power produced there for 
outside use. 
The same principle lias been 
urged iii West Virginia, in connection wit Ii 
natural gas piped from the state. 
A California magazine makes the pointed 
objection, iii tho two western cases noted, 
tha£ Oregon did not plant the trees it pro­ 
poses to tax and Arizona did not dig the can­ 
yon of the Colorado and is not pumping the 
water into the river. 
To levy a tax on other people’s enterprise 
merely because of the accidental locat ion of 
certain resources, and then use the proceeds 
for general state purposes, “Sunset’' holds, 
would undermine the foundation of economic 
equality on which the Union is built. 
Thus 
if Oregon can place an export state tax on 
its timber and Arizona on its waterpower and 
West Virginia on its gas, Texas and Califor­ 
nia may tax tile oil they ship beyond the 
state boundaries, Montana may tax its cop­ 
per likewise, Missouri its lead, the southern 
states their copper, etc. 
A general application of such a tax would 
ruin American business and create bitter 
feeling between states and sections that aru 
low engaged in friendly and profitable reci­ 
procity. 


• H ie Greenland A llotm ent 


Americans have always wondered how 
fGreenland got its name, when that forbid­ 
ding peninsula is not green at all, but a realm 
of snow, glaciers, gray skies and icebergs. 
Brig Nelson, pilot of one of the American 
planes in the world flight, and a descendant 
of the old Vikings who discovered Greenland, 
reveals the secret. 
It was a clever real estate trick, perhaps 
the first of its kind in history. 
When Erie 
the Red came from Iceland and explored the 
country, nearly I,MOO years ago, and went 
back home for colonists, he called it "Green 
Land” in order to interest prospective set­ 
tlers. He thought it would make a hit with 
them, and it did, as .surely as do the “High­ 
lands” and 
“Forests” and “Vales” 
and 
"Views” tacked onto our modern suburban 
allotments by ingenious realtors. 
Erie had actually found one green and 
fertile plain amid the icy waste. But by giv­ 
ing his fellow-countrymen the impression 
that it was all green, except for just enough 
ice to keep the weather from being unbear­ 
ably hot, he succeeded in “selling” that for­ 
bidding land and bringing may shiploads of 
colonists. 
"So Erie the Red,” says Erie the Aviator,

'hokum’ into the selling of real estate iii the 
western hemisphere.”

A Kansas editor, probably moved by 
Mark Twain’s remark that “Everybody’s al­ 
ways talking about the weather but nobody 
ever does anything about it,” proposes to 
plug up the groundhog holes. His idea is to 
keep the groundhog from getting out to see 
the sun on February 2, thereby insuring bet­ 
ter weather for the next six weeks and "a re­ 
turn to the mild and gentle winters for which 
Kau sas is famous.” 
We can’t help entertaining a mild and 
gentle suspicion that the Kansas editor is 
spoofing us.

■WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 
Tho establishment of 
«-. free nation-wide public employment service, to he 
maintained by th' 
sta t-s in c o o p ta tio n with the 
federal ami local governor nt s, for Hie benefits o f 41 
men, women and Juniors in all walks of Iff**, is rec­ 
ommended by th*» Russell Sago Foundation. 
R suggests th at tho federal government assist 
the -dates in maintaining publie employment offices; 
that. the?*' offi' *s be administer**.! and supported hy 
the states, subject to term s of agreem ent with the 
federal government, and that the local governments 
participate in lite* management of the offices in tln ir 
community. 
It further suggests that th** function» to In* per- 
formed by the federal government be administered 
by a board appointed by and directly responsible to 
the president, this board to consist of the secretary 
of labor, Die secretary of commerce and the secre­ 
tary of agriculture. 
To the end that neutrality of 
administration may be assured a national council 
and local employment committees representing em­ 
ployers, workers and possible other allied interests 
should be established. 
Also tho procedure of this 
nation wide service in respe* t to demands for work- 
« is by employers* in whose establishment a strike or 
lo. hour i- in progress, or pending, should he such as 
further, to guarantee the neutrality of the service. 
Atter a I iv--year study of employment method?, 
needs and agencies, the foundation urg* s the estab­ 
lishment of an employment service which will bo 
operated u n d e r combined federal state-local control. 
Nine out of ll representative economist* concurred 
in this. 
A nation with* system of exclusively municipal 
employnn ut. offices Is said not to be feasible. 
It is 
shown til.it. tho appointment of a staff in such an 
olfii ** is more than likely to lie greatly influenced 
by political considerations and not by the necessary 
qualifications 
for carrying on such 
work. 
Very 
oft"n the duties of sinh an office are relegated to 
the charities department of the city government. 
Hfato control of public employment offices has 
not proved particularly successful. 
In most cape» 
this was largely due to lack of adequate appropria­ 
tions which was naturally reflected in the quality of 
the personnel of the employment bureaus. 
Tho sal­ 
aries were of necessity too low to attract the ability 
required. 


PRIVATE AGENCIES NOT POPULAR 
Private employment agencies as a class have 
not proved popular with either employers or work­ 
ers. 
Employers ar'* cither Indifferent, or suspicious, 
while workers 
both organized anil unorganized— 
are definitely hostile. 
Organized labor charges that 
these bureaus are used as strike-breaking agencies, 
that t h e y favor tho employer, and that their sole 
purpose is to exploit the worker. 
In an effort to restrict the emigration of negro 
labor to the north, tho southern states are, through 
legislation and license fees, making it. difficult 1er 
private agencies to send workers out of those state». 
So lf may be seen that those agencies enjoy no grout 
popularity anywhere. 
There are certain employment bureaus operated 
by employers* associations, 
boards of 
trade, and 
similar organizations which are operated c h ie fly , i t 
not exclusively, In tho Interests of employers who 
desire to control the means through which contracts 
between the worker and tho jobs are made. 
There 
are others operated by trade unions with the object 
of keeping union 
workers 
employed, and also of 
placing men in plants where they can help t h e c a u s e 
of organized labor. 
While tho use of the newspaper want ad col­ 
umns has become almost a universal means of se­ 
curing employes, th** advantages of this method are 
more on tile side of the employer than the employe, 
it is stated. 
The United States employment service, which 
was first and foremost a war emergency organiza­ 
tion, has been greatly criticised, but in its defense», 
the report of 
the Russell Sage Foundation 
says: 
"Notwithstanding the gigantic handicaps which the 
service encountered, it has not been without its posi­ 
tive contribution. 
In tho first place, it has given to 
the people of the country an insight into the possi­ 
bilities not only of local employment offices, but 
also of a nation-wide service.” 
Unemployment is no longer an occasional prob­ 
lem—it Is a constant problem. 
There Is an imme­ 
diate necessity for some method of placing the un­ 
employed where workers are needed. 
It is estimated 
that there are In the 
United 
states from two to three million migratory workers, 
mostly unskilled. 
These frequently shift from "no 
type of work to another. 
They comprise the labor 
reserves of the lumber, railroad, construction and 
agricultural industries, and present a special a n i 
difficult problem.

Also up to the 
present date there has been no recognition on the 
part of either the employers or the public of tho 
possibilities for regular employment of handicapped 
workers. 
This class would include the aged, blind* 
deaf und crippled, and 
persons recovering 
from 
tuberculosis, boart, mental uml 
nervous 
diseases. 
The public employment office with its knowledge of 
general industrial conditions could be of material 
aid in finding permanent employment for such per­ 
sons. 
Also tho workers themselves would welcome 
such an agency whereas they would doubtless hesi­ 
tate to ask assistance of charitable or philanthropic 
organizations. 
The establishment of a public employment ser­ 
vice would also prove a grout boon to the newly ar­ 
rived immigrant who speaks no English. 
lie is o h o 
of the surest victims of tho unscrupulous private 
fee charging employment agency. 
Sinh a service could be of great assistance to 
young people who are just starting in the industrial 
or business world. 
Often young women, in particu­ 
lar, find themselves in embarrassing, if not danger­ 
ous, positions by replying for so m e of the blind alley 
Jobs to which they are attracted. 
The trained staff 
of these employment offices could give them valu­ 
able vocational guidance and also help to place them 
in positions lo» yhich 
their qualifications 
would 
seem especially to fit them.
